GLADSTONE 8FBAKS. 


LONDON, April Sa—Mr. Oladitooe, In • 


speech at tbe Eighty Club last evening, 
said the time had arrived when It wa» 
necessary for the Liberals to meainre 
their own position, and the position of the 
Unionists as well. Referring to the ac- 
cusations against Mr. Parnell, he said he 
had never entertained the slightest sus- 
picion that the Parnelllte party were as- 
sociated with crime, and surely his official 
knowledge had been at least as good as 
that of Lord Hartlngton. The burden ot 
proof Is said to lay upon the accusers and 
not upon the accused, and unless the 
accusers furnished a high a nd rational 
probability 
of the truth 
of their 


accusations, they are worthless calum- 
niator*, and should be shunned as pesto 
of society. He expressed the hope that 
the Liberal-Unionists who abstained from

against coercion. Nothing had occurred 
to make the prospect of home rule for 
Ireland more hopeless than it was twelve 
or even six months ago. The statement 
of Mr. Chamberlain that the round-table 
conference collapsed because he (Glad- 
stone) would not deviate from the pro- 
visions of his original bill, was whollv 
untrue. 
He had even endeavored, by 


every possible means, to Induce 
the 


Unionists to work with Gladstonlans for 
Liberal purposes outside of the Irish ques- 
tion, but had failed. 
The most bitter 


thing of nil, however, was the sight of 
Liberals supporting coercion, though he 
had hoped that a considerable portion of 
these would eventually refuse to accept 
coercion unless they were assured tha. 
relief measures would be combined \vlth 
It. "Therefore," said Mr. Gladstone, "my 
question in tho House of Commons yen- 
terday: 'Would the government stand 0" 
fall by a relief bill, as they had declared 
they would do by coercion?'

evasive answer showed that they mean to 
force coercion and let relief measure* 
take their chance.1' 


Mr. Gladstone briefly criticized tbe pur- 


poses and the alleged necessity 'or th« 
bill, and referred the question to the 
judgment of the nation. He did not wish 
tor an early dissolution of Parliament, 
but the electors must bo aroused to reflec- 
tion, and he believed that dissolution 
would have that effect.

spoke freely of the Conners and the fight 
they made with the rangers in Sablne 
County. The tenor of his entire converse 
tion was that whoever captured the gang 
would do so onlv at the cost of human 
life. He stated that all the gang were 
men of the most desperate character, who 
knew that In ovont of their capture death 
at the end of tho ropo awaited them, one 
before they would surrender they would 
die with their boots on. 


In speaking of the crowd McNally said 


that old man Conner was about seventy 
years old, gray, grizzly and hardened ii 
crime; his sons range in age from fiftj 
years down to twenty-five, and they were 
all nervy, desperate men, who would flgh 
and flght to the death whenever they 
came in contact with the officers of th< 
law.

Thero 
was only one of the Conner gang seen 
during the flght, and he was killed, but 
tho flashes from their ambushed positions 
in the bush, told were they were. As 
soon as one of the Conners fell the others 
retreated, it is believed now without any 
other of the gang being wounded. 


As to the whereabouts of the gang at 


present Sargeant McNally is of the opin- 
ion that they have crossed the S tate line 
and are in Louisiana, concealed in the 
dense swamps and thickets which border 
that State and Texas.

The Devoted Vessel Goes Down with All 


on Board, Including Thirty- 


Three Souls. 


OTTAWA, Ont., April 22.— A special from 


Victoria, British Columbia, gives an ac- 
count of a terrible shipwreck, accom- 
panied by the loss of thirty-three lives, 
which took place off the coast of Oregon, 
about thirty miles north of Cape Flattery, 
during the early part of this month. The 
inform»tion was first brought in by four 
Kyugenot Indians, who arrived at Vic- 
toria yesterday morn!n& having occupied 
ten days in making the overland journey 
from the scene of the wreck. 


For some time past considerable anxiety 


has been felt regarding the schooner 
Active, having on board five Swedes and 
twenty-eight Indians, and which is long 
overdue. 
The Active was engaged in genera] 


coast trade, and had a valuable cargo ol 
assorted merchandise on board, which, 
however, was not insured. The schooner 
appears to have been caught in a storm 
which raged during the early part of the 
month, and to have-been dashed on shore, 
where she speedily went to pieces, al 
hands undoubtedly perishing. 


As far as known, no one witnessed the 


disaster, the Indians having their atten 
tion first attracted by the large quantity 
of wreckage washed ashore, including 
bunks, Indian mats, bedding, etc., which 
was washed up, but nothing actuall;

Cost of Lighting the City. 


Ene. REPUBLICAN: The inquiry is so 


often made to me as chairman of the 
Electric Light committee as to the rela- 
tive expense of running the electric light 
in connection with the water works in 
addition to running the same before the 
attachment was made thereto, I therefore 
am constrained to ask the press of our 
city to convey to our people what infor- 
mation I am able to give. 


During the year commencing March 1, 


1886, and ending March 1,1887, the steam 
power at the water works propelled both. 
In addition to running the electric light 
this power pumped an excess of 131,953,- 
462 gallons of water more than for the 
same time commencing March 1,1885 to 
March, 1886, and using 1708 tons of coal 
against 1171 tons for the latter period. 
The excess of cool used in pumping the 
excess of water, at the rate used before 
the attachment of the electric plant, is 
335 tons, which would leave 202 tons to 
be charged to the electric light. It will 
be remembered that the contract of the 
Jenney Electric Light Company* with 
the city obligates the company to run the 
light nnlil the 1st day of September, 
1888, for the consideration therein stip- 
ulated; requiring the city to furnish the 
steam power, coal, carbons and oil. 
Therefore the expense incurred for these 
items in operating the light, in addition 
to the expense of running the water 
alone, is as follows: 
202 tons of coal, at $1.55 per ton, $818.10 
Carbons and freight, 
359.50

What 
with the innumerable small expenses inci- 
dental to travel, and little personal expenses 
which even the most economical cannot 
avoid incurring, I soon found that I could 
save little out of my »35 a week even if 
I hod received it regularly, which I never 
did after the first two weeks. 


"Fortunately at this time an uncle took 


charge of my father, leaving me free to de- 
termine whether I could make as much at 
acting as in selling dry goods. I may say 
right here that I never did, and after giving 
it five years' good trial I dropped it and 
luckily was able to walk right back to my 
old place behind the counter." 


"Which is the easier and pleasanter life?" 
"Well, in some particulars, life on the road 


is.

when the play Is running so smoothly. as to 
require no rehearsals, one has plenty of leisure 
toread, sew or to see the sights of each new 
town. The members of the company, us they 
become acquainted, generally pair off com- 
panlonably, Miss A. accepting Mr. B. as her 
escort to and from the theatre, the table and 
the railway station*. I soon learned to play 
acceptably tte small role with which I had 
been intrusted, so that that which I had sup- 
posed I had most to fear-namely, failure- 
liever gave me any trouble. That I should 
receive hardly any pay for my work was a 
nossibility which had never occurred to me. 
But we had been only three weeks out when 
the ghost, who had only walked to the tune of 
a few dollars weekly for each person, 'petered 
out' altogether. Yes-the walking of the 
ghost la the paying of the salaries. 


"And here 1 may remark that my subse- 


quent experiences were pretty nearly repeti- 
tions of the nrst. The manager called a 
meeting of the company, and announced 
that he had no more money, either to pay 
•sols' or to take us to the next stand. He 
had, however, he said, dates ahead that gave 
promise of success, and gave us the choice of 
being sent back to New York without our 
back pay or °' taking the chance of the busi- 
ness pulling up to a paying basis. 


"There was a unanimous consent to take 


the chance rather than be thrown out of work 
at the beginning of the season, the very worst 
time for getting employment. We were not 
to receive any money pro tern., but the 
manager undertook to pay our expenses un- 
til be could resume the.payment of salaries, 
out of which he would then deduct the sums 
expended for us, as per the original agree- 
ment. The new arrangement being made, 
£e manager hurried on to the next stand' 
where we were 'billed to show.' »nd soon 
telegraphed back money enough to get the 
company on. The manner in which he ob- 
tained the money shows another strange 
phase of this queer theatrical business. The 
local manager having booked no other attrac- 
ttonfor ouT date, had either to advance our 
railroad fare or close his theatre-a thing 
which every manager holds itIB.pointi of 
honor not to do, even sotting aside the mone- 
"jjrvloes For the first time since we had been 
out we drew a crowded bouse, with no'paper' 
in it, but except for cheering us up, it had no 
beneficial effect."
